Romulus.

City Council rejects request 


for foster care home license

The Romulus City Council last 
week refused to approve a 
license for a foster care home in 
the city. The vote was unani- 
mous. 

The license was requested for 
DuBose Adult Foster Care Home 
at 35107 Lynn Drive to house four 
to six young adults. 

The vote marked the 6th time 
that the Romulus Council has not 
approved a license for a foster 
care home, and has instead sent 
a formal protest to the Depart- 
ment of Social Services in Lans- 
ing which has the final say 
whether the home will be estab- 
lished. 

Of the six, only one, on Hunt 
Street at the North end of the 
city, has been established. It is 
unknown whether the Council 
disapproval was a factor in the 
failure of the other five homes to 
be established. 

The first foster care home in 
Romulus was established on 


Farnum Street in 1978, a year af- 
ter Public Act 28 of 1977 went into 
effect. 

PA 28 eased the way for foster 
care facilities in the state, pro- 
viding legislation against discri- 
mination within communities. 

There are now 12 foster care 
homes in Romulus, a city of 
25,000. 

PA 28 also provides a stipula- 
tion that a community can avoid 
an “exessive concentration” of 
foster care homes. The act states 
that "no license will be granted if 
its issuance would contribute to 
an excessive concentration of 
community residential facili- 
ties”. 

Prior to the city council vote, a 
public hearing was held lasting 
two hours. About 75 residents 
attended, presenting a petition 
with 57 signatures opposing the 
home. 

The petition cited objections, 
primarily regarding the size of 
the home, a three-bedroom, one- 
bathroom brick home. The peti- 
tion questioned whether such a 


facility was large enough to 
house six adults comfortably. 

Many of the residents voiced 
their objections during the long 
hearing. On hand representing 
the home was Rose DuBose who 
filed the application, and Virgi- 
nia Fuller, Adult Foster Care 
Licensing Consultant of the De- 
partment of Social Services; and 
Dr . Jones James Clinton , person- 
al advisor. 

On hand at the hearing was 
State Rep. Edward Mahalak, a 
resident in the area of the prop- 
osed home, who voiced his objec- 
tion to the home as did most 
members of the Council. 

Councilman Jimmie Raspber- 
ry, however, came nearest to ex- 
plaining to the residents the real- 
ity of the matter, from the point 
of view of the law. 

Raspberry noted that the 
Romulus city Council had re- 
jected requests for licenses in the 
past, but the homes were estab- 
lished anyway. 

Raspberry read excerpts of

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Romulus says 
‘No’ to school 
millage hike

Two school millage propositions were defeated, two treasury and 
two council candidates eliminated in Romulus elections Monday 
night. 

The propositions for school millage, for 1'/ and 6 mills respectively, 
were trounced by margins of roughly 62 per cent to 38 per cent. 

In the treasury runoff, John B. Lewkowicz, a former Romulus 
treasurer and current councilman, was the highest vote-getter of four 
candidates, amassing 1143 votes. 

An 18-year city-government employe, Rita G. McLenon, received 
975 votes, and will face Lewkowicz in the final election for treasurer on 
Nov. 8. 

Eliminated from the treasury race were Gerry Canejo, 455 votes, 
and Lnng Coleman with 283. 

In the council race, candidates Justin K. Genson^Sr. and Edward 
Thomas, Jr. were eliminated from a field of 16, leaving 14 to vie for the 
seven council seats in the final election.

Top vote-getter was once again Mary Ann Banks, Mayor Pro Tern, 
who received a thundering 1971 votes. 

Another council veteran, Jimmie C. Raspberry, finished strong as 
well with 1560 ballots. 

Four other council incumbents finished with figures above the 1100 
mark : Fred Junior Block , 13-year councilman , 1354 ; Alan R Lambert , 
1283; Barry Baumann, 1217; and Noah P. Bergeron. Jr., 1193. 

Lambert, Baumann, and Bergeron are all seeking their second 
terms on council. 

The eight other candidates who made the cutoff are; Kathleen 
McCallum, 939; Ellis T. Pennington, 937; William Wadsworth, 815; 
Richard K. Yeramian, 728; Fred Williams, 600; John O. Lewis, 583; 
Roger J. Cadaret, 525; and Theodore W. Jacques, 508. 

All results are unofficial. 

The vote margin on Proposition A, operating millage for Romulus 
schools of 6 mills was 790 - yes; and 2031 - no. On Proposition B, 
maintenance millage of 1V4 mills: 822 - yes; and 2021 - no. 

“It’s obvious we still have a big communications job to do,” said 
Romulus School Superintendent Bill Bedell. 

“I’m sure that the school board intends to put the millage before the 
people again on Nov. 8 in the final city election," he added. 

Total votes cast in the Tuesday election were 3108, considered one of 
the "lightest turnouts in some time” by one veteran Romulus politi- 
cian. 

The weather throughout the election day was radiant — sunny and 
blue with a slight breeze. 

In the Nov. 8 election, a more heavyweight slate is promised, with 
Mayor William Oakley facing a challenge from City Treasurer Bever- 
ly Me Anally. 

For City Clerk, incumbent Ray Cantrell will be challenged by Linda 
Choate, a former deputy city clerk. 

In addition, there will be the treasurer and council competitions, and 
possibly school millage propositions. 


Phone drive scheduled in Huron 


Landfill millage drive picks up momentum

A major telephone drive is 
slated to get out the vote for 
the Sept. 20 millage election in 
Huron. 

The millage, asking two 
mills for two years to provide 
funds to fight landfills, is re- 
garded as critical in the battle 
against two landfill develop- 
ers who are proposing to 
establish a solid waste and 
toxic waste landfill in the 
township. 

The solid waste landfill, 
backed by the Lyons Develop- 
ment Company, already has a 
construction permit for the 
site at Sibley and 1-275. 

The toxic waste landfill. 


backed by Environmental 
Management Systems, is in 
the process of filing an ap- 
plication with the Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) 
on its behalf. 

The funds provided by the 
millage, if it should pass, 
would be primarily used to 
pay for expert legal counsel. 

“Money is needed for the 
landfill fight.” said Vicki 
Lyons, secretary of the Huron 
Valley Citizens Association, 
an anti-landfill activist group 
“If the millage doesn’t 
pass,” she continued, we will 
have to go directly to the peo- 
ple for contributions. ’ 

Jay Dorenbecker. trustee 
and publicity chairman of the 
group, has set up a telephone 


communication system in- 
volving 20 workers who will 
contact homes in the com- 
munity to get out the vote. 

The telephone workers will 
be making calls from their 
homes. 

There are 5800 registered 
voters in Huron out of a 
population of 10,000 

In the last millage election 
in late April for school mil- 
lage. a proposal for a total of 4 
mills, with selective proposi- 
tions for less millage if de- 
sired. was defeated by a mar- 
gin of 2-1 

The landfill millage propo- 
nents face the same obsta- 
cles: promoting the issue, 
convincing the senior citizens 
that some of their tax money 


will be rebated in the spring; 
and finally getting out the 
vote. 

Flyers announcing the elec- 
tion will also be distributed 
the week before the election, 
and at the polls election day 
The Waltz community, tra- 
ditionally a negative vote on 
school millage elections, 
according to local political ex- 
perts . will be a focus of the get- 
out-the-vote campaign 
However, this job may be 
made easier since Waltz is lo- 
cated only a half-mile from 
the proposed toxic waste site 
at Will Carleton and 1-275 
The Waltz and Willow com- 
munities have between 2000- 
3000 residents 
The Huron Valley Citizens 


Association has registered 
over 500 members in its sum- 
mer campaign. How many of 
those members that the orga- 
nization can recruit to work in 
the campaign will be crucial. 
Association officials say 

The project is among the 
hottest issues in Huron his- 
tory No less than 2,223 per- 
sons. literally a quarter of the 
total population, signed a peti- 
tion opposing landfills 

On the ballot will be one 
proposition, asking for 2 mills 
for 2 years to provide funds for 
the defense, safety, and wel- 
fare of the community.” 

The total millage would pro- 
vide about $380,000 over a two- 
year period

Huron Township will have its 
gravel road maintainance prog- 
ram restored by the Wayne 
County Road Commission , effec- 
tive immediately. 

The decision is a consequence 
of a ruling by Judge Sharon 
Tevis. a Wayne County Circuit 
Court judge, following four days 
of testimony in a class action suit 
brought by the supervisors of 7 
townships. 

The case bagan when the 
Wayne County Road Commis- 
sioners notified the townships in 
December of 1981 that the county 
could no longer affored to dust 
spray (chloride) gravel roads af- 
ter 1982. 

Following complaints, mem- 
bers of the Wayne County Road 
Commission and some township 
supervisors had a meeting and it 
was agreed that the Wayne Coun- 
ty Road Commissioners would 
pay 50 percent of the chloriding 
treatment and the townships 
would pay the other 50 percent 
“under protest." 

Meanwhile, the townships filed 
a “class action suit maintain- 
ing that this was a responsibility 
of the County. 

The court case started early 
this summer. Authorities from 
the American Lung Association 
and the Wayne County Air Pollu- 
tion Control Board appeared on 
behalf ofthe townships citing the 
hazard to the health of the resi- 


dents bordering the roads. 

The decision means that the 
county will assume the full cost 
of chloriding gravel roads in 
Huron Township. 


Preparations are being made 
to open the Huron High School 
swimming pool to the public and 
parochial elementary school stu- 
dents in Huron 

Hurom schools are tageting for 
a Monday. Sept. 19 opening. 

The pool will be available, 
cost-free, to all elementary stu- 
dents in the Huron School Dis- 
trict during school hours.

The Huron High School pool 
was closed in the fall of 1981 in the 
wake of budget cuts. It has been 
locked and not used by any stu- 
dents or for any activities for two 
years. 

About $30,000 a year will be 
needed to operate the pool during 
the upcoming academic year 

Part of the money will be spent 
for pool supervision and care.

An anti-landfill caravan to 
Lansing, including residents 
from Huron and 20 other com- 
munities. is being planned for 
September. 

The bus junket, organized by 
two Huron residents — Sheila 
Page and Vicki Lyons — may in- 
clude as many as 20 buses bear- 
ing citizens protesting landfills 
in their communities.

state law during the hearing and 
said that the only recourse that 
the Council had was a formal 
protest to the Department of So- 
cial Services in Lansing.

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Dr. Anderson's credo: 
‘Don ’t live with or in pain ’

Dr Thomas Anderson, Bel- 
leville's new chiropractor-in- 
town, runs a family style busi- 
ness 

Wife Gail balances the 
books, takes phone calls with 
a smile in her voice, and 
makes sure, she explains, that 
“the doc'' knows "what's 
what at what time." Daughter 
Lindsay, 10 months, is a pint- 
sized goodwill ambassador 
who, toddling about in the 
.office, brightens up the wait- 
ing interval for (frequently 
•nervous) patients. 

\ "At first, we weren't sure 
that working together all day 
was a good idea," Gail recalls. 
"We talked about it a lot be- 
•fore we decided to go ahead. 
But so far, we’re very satis- 
fied with the arrangement.” 

In business a little more 
than a month, Anderson took 
over the 14-year old practice 
Dr. James Henry who was, 
the new chiropractor says, "a 
hard act to follow." 

"Dr. Henry was very popu- 
lar with his patients. " Ander- 
son explains from his office 
(in a cheerful yellow frame 
house at 125 West Columbia). 

K "Happily, he stayed on for a 
couple of weeks after I 
started, introducing me to 
Tnew patients and helping us 
get oriented." 

Before coming to Belleville, 
Anderson assisted two chirop- 
ractors in Jackson and Clin- 


ton. He received his degree 
from Life Chiropractic Col- 
lege (in Marietta, Georgia) in 
1982 

Belleville is, he says, "an 
ideal location" for the Ander- 
son Chiropractic Health Cli- 
nic. "It’s a nice, small town 
atmosphere — just what we 
were looking for,” he says. 
"Our families are nearby. 
Gail’s parents live in West- 
land; mine in Ypsilanti." 

While more patients are 
seeking chiropractic help now 
than in the past, Anderson 
acknowledges that "some 
confusion and controversey” 
still surrounds his profession. 
In part, that’s why he asks all 
new patients to attend an hour 
long orientation on Wednes- 
day night.

"For ex- 
ample. in more rural parts, 
like these, you see a lot of far- 
mers suffering from back 
trouble,” he says. 

But the list is much longer, 
since "nerve interference" 
can affect so many parts of the 
body system. Anderson says. 
"Asthma, allergies, kidney 
disorders, dizziness ... chir- 
opractors have helped people 
with all of these problems, "he 
says. 

A former Taco Bell mana- 
ger and volunteer youth coun- 
selor, Anderson became in- 
terested in chiropractic treat- 
ment as a result of his wife's 
"amazing success story.” 

"Gail had been suffering 
from migraine headaches for 
years — some so bad. she en- 
ded up in the emergency 
room. " he recalls. "She saw a 
lot of doctors, but nothing 
worked until she saw a chirop- 
ractor.

Sale of 1,218 homes by Metro 
MLS members in August, com- 
pared to 995 in July, brought 
year-to-date activity to the 8.883 
figure, which surpasses the 8,468 
total sold through all of 1982. 

For the eight months, sales 
have shown a 57 per cent jump 
over 1982 with a 44 per cent in- 


crease in August. The Metro 
MLS statistics indicate an 18.2 
percent increase in listings this 
year-to-date with the August 
comparison reflecting a 15 per- 
cent gain. 

The $60,578 average price 
reached last month is up 5.9 per 
cent from $57,158 a year earlier 


with the year-to-date figure of 
$58,172 up 2.5 percent from that 
in 1982. 

Metro MLS, listing arm of the 
Western Wayne Oakland County 
Board of Realtors, covers a 1.600 
square mile territory and in- 
cludes a mix of urban, suburban 
and rural properties.

Another look at 
foster care homes 

The outburst of anti-foster care home sentiment expressed 
at the recent Romulus City Council meeting was just another 
reminder that residents in that city, and most surrounding 
communities, are still not ready to peacefully coexist with 
residents of foster care homes. 

Whenever such a home is proposed one can be assured that 
residents of the neighborhood will flock council or township 
board chambers to voice their opposition. 

Although most citizens don’t realize that these public hear- 
ings on proposed foster care homes are just functionary and 
that council and board officials have little or nothing to say 
about them — because if the foster care home applicant 
receives state approval, the council can do little to stop resi- 
dents from moving in. 

Courts have supported the foster care home legislation and 
communities that have tried to challenge it have lost. It is 
unfortunate that local officials can’t drive this point home — 
“that the matter of an applicant’s approval for a foster care 
home is not in their hands.” 

The one alternative is to urge legislators to repeal or 
amend the existing law. Foster care homes should not be 
organized or built in ‘ ‘hostile ' ’ neighborhoods . The residents . 
usually mentally handicapped, do not need to be greeted by a 
neighborhood which doesn’t welcome or want them. 

We believe that instead of publishing an advertisement 
announcing that a foster care home will be organized in a 
neighborhood, the cities and townships should be allowed to 
publicize that a foster care home is proposed and which 
neighborhood is willing to accept it. 

No, we are not that naive to understand most would accept 
any proposed home. However, if an area does decide to 
accept a home, that area should be given a incentive like a 
“tax break.” . 

There are people in this world who still “love thy neigh- 
bor” — even if that neighbor may be a little different than 
they are. 

Residents will continue to fight, use abusive language and 
curse legislators up-and-down for forcing them to accept in 
their neighborhood what they feel are undesirables. 

We believe its time to re-examine the existing law(s) gov- 
erning the sanctioning of foster care homes and try to find a 
“compromise” so that council and township board members 
don’t have to take the abuse from residents who believe that 
they are shoving “those homes down our throats,” and to 
assure residents that “they still live in a democracy.” 

A tension-filled neighborhood is not what living is all about . 

For the sake of residents, of the handicapped who must 
reside in foster homes, of the local elected officials, we urge 
the state to take another look at the foster care home law.

Lila Armbruster is a story-teller. 

And a good one at that. She’s been 
telling and writing stories as far 
back as she can remember, even 
when this newspaper published in 
Garden City — and that’s been 
some time. 

Now, the former Associated 
Newspapers’ staffer wants to tell 
her story. For a price. 

“I’m working on my autobio- 
graphy," said Mrs. Armbruster, 
who wants to become to the literary 
world what Grandma Moses was to 
the art — famous and wealthy. 

“And that autobiography goes 
back to the turn of the century when 
“men were men” and “women * 
acted like women who lived for 
their man and their family.” 

Wow. Move over Judith Krantz, 
here comes Lila Armbruster. 

“All of my life I wanted to tell my 
story, and I believe that it will be 
readable and marketable,” Mrs. 
Armbruster continued. 

No neophyte to the world of the 
pica and purgatory which each wri- 
ter who has entered the solidary life 
of ‘ ‘typewriter vs . words ’ ’ must live 
and die by, Mrs. Armbruster sets 
the stage of her book with images 
that the past was beautiful. 

“Growing up in a small northern 
Michigan town in the early 20ies 
was just fascinating now that I look 
back. I wish to capture some of that 
fascination and beauty in my writ- 
ing," she says. 

Extremely dignified and quiet, 
Mrs. Armbruster used to write a 
column for the old Garden City Re- 
view, a newspaper that belonged to 
the Associated Newspapers’ chain. 

She wrote her column faithfully 
(and weekly) for nearly a decade 
before the newspaper was purch- 
ashed by another group. 

The grandiose dream of writing a 
novel has always been in the ‘ back 
of her mind,” she admits. 

“When Ray (her husband) died a 
year ago, I took out my old manual 
(typewriter) and started to knock 
out some things,” she relates. “I 
gave them to some people to read 
and they liked it. Then I said to my- 
self’why not’ and that’s when I be- 
gan seriously to devote some time 
to the manuscript.” 

That manuscript has become sort 
of an obsession with Mrs. Armbrus- 
ter who said she hopes to finish it 
sometime before Christmas. 

“You know I returned to the clas- 
sroom to brush up on my writing 
skills so that I could attempt this 
task,” Mrs. Armbruster added, “so 
I enrolled in a writing classs at 
Schoolcraft College and I was the 
first in the building and last out. The 
instructor was really nice. 

• ’ In fact I received a B-plus for the 
course,” she continued. “Not back 
for a 76-year-old, right?” 

Wasn’t Grandma Moses that age 
when she sold her first work of art? 

Good luck, Lila. 

And we ll be waiting for an auto- 
graphed copy of the book as soon as 
it's off the presses.

Robert Peak: The man behind 
the 1983-84 USPS Olympic art 


Robert Peak is a much-honored man of mo- 
tion with a brush as well as a sports car enthu- 
siast. So the selection of the New York artist 
to depict the ‘Faster, Higher, Stronger” 
theme of Olympic sports on U S. com- 
memorative postal items was a “natural”. 

Termed by his peers a genius in the field of 
illustration, Peak has designed 24 postage 
stamps, three postal cards and an aerogram- 
me for the U.S. Postal Service to highlight the 
1984 Summer and Winter Olympic Games. He 
is also illustrating a collector s full color book 
in which the Olympic stamps can be mounted 
and which will go on sale next summer. 

“I love doing sports, it s so interesting,” 
says the Colorado native perhaps best known 
for his motion picture promotion poster art 
and Time Magazine covers. 

“When I got into painting,” adds Peak, 
“sports was a logical subject for me because 
my art contains a lot of motion. Just as mo- 
tion is vital to sports it is basic to my work.” 

Peak has “a major preoccupation and pre- 
ference for sports car racing, a hobby with 
me. I worked an exciting assignment with 
Jackie Stewart for Sports Illustrated cover- 
ing the Grand Prix circuit in Europe ” 

“I also did a portrait of Stewart as part of 
some Grand Prix coverage for Boys’ Life,” 
he continued. “And three times I’ve covered 
the Indianapolis 500.” 

As if to prove his versatility and energy, 
Peak “once designed four cars and had them 
built in the period 1969 to 1971. Two were ex- 
perimental show cars, very futuristic in de- 
sign, for the Ford Motor Company and two 
were specialty cars for Ferrari.” 

In creating his 28 Olympic postage designs, 
Peak mostly used gouache — opaque water- 
color. 

He has done commercial promotion art for 
approximately 75 films including “Super- 
man,” ‘ Apocalypse Now,” “Missouri 
Breaks,” “Excalibur ,” “Roller Ball,” 
“Camelot,” “West Side Story” and “My Fair 
Lady.” 

Although his Time covers are mostly poli- 
tical in nature he did one on baseball pitcher 
Vida Blue and another on basketball center 
Bill Walton while the latter was at UCLA 

Peak’s paintings of legendary sports fi- 
gures have included Jack Nicklaus, John 


Havlicek. Billy Jean King, Rod Laver. Red 
Grange, Stan Musial and Wilt Chamberlain. 
His series for the Special Olympics as 
selected by a committee included interpre- 
tive paintings of soccer s Pele, Frank Gifford 
and Chris Evert Lloyd. 

No stranger to Postal Service assignments. 
Peak has previously designed a 1969 stamp 
commemorating the 100th anniversary of col- 
lege football and an embossed envelope dedi- 
cated to auto racing. 

Fearful of his chances of making a living in 
art . Peak enrolled at Wichita State as a geolo- 
gy major but after obtaining part-time work 
in the art department at McCormick- 
Armstrong, he switched his major to his first 
love and later was accepted at The Art Center 
in Los Angeles. 

When he first came to New York Peak was 
told his work was too flamboyant,’ wouldn’t 
sell. He tried being more laid back.’ 

“1 was miserable,” he admitted. “Finally 
my wife and I decided that I should do what I 
thought was right or we may as well go back 
to California and live on the beach . We burned 
everything I had done since I had been in New 
York and I started in just drawing, the way I 
wanted to draw.” 

A short time later. Peak landed the Old 
Hickory Whiskey account and “suddenly I 
went from nothing a week to $30,000 to $40,000 
a year.” 

Peak’s other accounts have included Coca 
Cola, Cosmopolitan. Puritan Sportswear, 
Sports Illustrated, TV Guide. Revlon and 
TWA. 

He has taught at The Art Center in Los 
Angeles and has won countless awards iclud- 
ing Artist of the Year from the Artists Guild in 
New York In 1977 he was elected to the Hall of 
Fame of the Society of Illustrators which had 
given him eight gold medals and 15 Awards of 
Excellence. 

“I had the normal run of sports activities in 
school, mostly in the area of track and field 
where I competed in the long jump and was a 
sprinter,” Peak recalls. 

Now he is in the midst of turning out the 
most comprehensive array or designs the 
Postal Service has ever commissioned on a 
single sports subject.

Twelve stamps and postal card honoring 
the Olympic Games have been issued by the 
Postal Service — and there’s more to come, 
Postmaster Patrick J. Tobin of Belleville 
said today 

“The number of 1983-84 Olympic issues is 
the largest ever. * Postmaster Tobin pointed 
out In order that both sports fans and stamp 
collectors know where the program stands, 
there will be 12 more stamps, two postal 
cards and an aerogramme with Olympic 
themes issued before the Summer Games in 
Los Angeles next year, he added

A block of four 40-cent international air 
mail stamps featuring weight-lifting, the shot 
put. women's swimming and men s gymnas- 
tics 


A block of four 28-cent international air 
mail stamps featuring women s gymnastics, 
women’s basketball, soccer and the hurdles. 

A block of four 13-cent stamps depicting the 
discus, boxing, women's high jump and 
women s archery. 

A 13 cent commemorative postal card on 
yachting. 

Before the end of the year, stamps will be 
issued featuring the pole vault, cycling, 
women’s fencing and women’s volleyball as 
well as international air mail postal card on 
speedskating and an aerogramme, Postmas- 
ter Tobin said 

Next year stamps will be issued for ice 
dancing, hockey . alpine skiing, cross-country

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Memories 

Former Romulus pastor once 
reigned as boxing champion

At the age of 52. Luther 
McGlocklin already has more 
than one man's share of 
memories. 

“Mae,” as he’s known to his 
friends, is certainly not one to 
duck a challenge. Formerly an 
amateur welterweight boxing 
champion, McGlocklin was 
among the first black officers 
from his home state of Tennessee 
to be chosen for a Special Opera- 


tion Unit that guarded the U S. 
Capitol during the late 1960s. To- 
day he’s a police officer and a 
minister, a dual role he finds ex- 
citing and rewarding. 

McGlocklin has served for 12 
years on the Lower Huron Metro- 
park police unit, which also pro- 
vides police protection for Van 
Buren, Huron and Brownstown 
Townships. On Sundays he visits 
various churches in Romulus for 
“evangelistic preaching.” 

The former pastor of Second 
Baptist Church in Romulus sees

no conflict between the two 
assignment. 

“I like people,” he explains 
matter-of-factly while relaxing 
in the living room of his town- 
house. “A police officer and a 
minister both have to be able to 
be a friend, a counselor and even 
a psychiatrist at times. 

"As a police officer your deci- 
sion has to be split second ... a 
pastor has a little time to think.” 
he says with a smile. 

Although soft-spoken and 
friendly, McGlocklin’s back- 
ground sugests that he also 
knows how to handle the ‘ ’tough ’ ’ 
situation. 

He reigned as welterweight 
champion of the U.S. Air Force in 
Europe while stationed in North 
Wales during the 50s. Only four 
losses marred a 10-year amateur 
career that included nearly 200 
bouts. 

“I had an offer to turn pro 
when I was in my teens but my 
mother wouldn’t let me," he re- 
called. “The welterweights to- 
day make too much money and 
they’re not as good as we were. I 
only got trophies.” 

Following his career the staff 
sergeant trained boxers for the 
Air Force team with pro 
heavyweight Doug Jones among 
his pupils (Jones later lost to 
Cassius Clay). 

Dodging fists was simple com- 
pared to two other assignments 
McGlocklin faced, however. 

"I was stationed in an isolated 
part of Alaska for one year with 
the Air Force,” he pointed out, 
“and it was one of the worst 
places I’d ever been to. 

"Sometimes I still wonder how 
I got through that. I guess that’s 
why I’m a nervous wreck to- 
day," he joked. 

As a member of the prestigious 
Capitol police force, McGlockin 
received a first-hand view of the 
tumultuous activities of the late 
1960s in Washington, D.C. The 
Hippie and Yippie movements, 
the Poor Peoples March and 
numerous demonstrations 
occurred during his years of ser- 
vice. 

“We were responsible for 
crowd control,” he explained. 
“There were racial remarks, 
people volunteering to get 
arrested and people trying to in- 
timidate us. I even had human 
waste thrown at me. But we were 
trained to expect things like 
that.” 

Through all his experiences 
McGlockin has maintained his 
belief in "talking out problems” 
rather than resorting to force. 

"I’ll see a couple fighting like 
cats and dogs in the park and I 
try to reason with them,” said 
the officer, who terms the Lower 
Huron Metropark as "the safest 
place around to take your 
family.” 

“The greatest joy is being able 
to help somebody. People react 
to the way they’re treated.”

Elvis— this model shines 


ELVIS COSTELLO 
“Punch The Clock” 
(Columbia) 

No longer the so-called 
“angry young man’’ of rock 
music, Elvis Costello seems to 
have all the bases covered 
these days. And the baserun- 
ning is unbeatable. 

First came last year's stun- 
ningly sharp “Imperial Bed- 
room,” which proved once 
again that Costello is one of, if 
not the. best songwriters 
around. But how does one im- 
prove on a masterpiece? One 
doesn't. One does, though, ex- 
pand on it, and that’s what 
Elvis has done with “Punch 
The Clock.” 

Opening with a strong one- 
two punch, the LP kicks off 
with the Stax-soul flavored 
“Let Them All Talk, “which in 
one tune displays the strength 
Costello looked for on the “Get 
Happy" album , and follows up 
with his first bona fide hit 
single in America, “Everyday 
I Write The Book,” which 
hopefully should take Costello 
on a hook-filled jaunt to the top 
of the charts. 

Keyboardist Steve Neive is 
better than ever on the new 
LP, particularly on “Pills and 
Soap” and “T.K.O. (Boxing 
Day),” while the bass and 
drums are handled as adeptly 


as ever by Bruce and Pete 
Thomas. 

Costello's songs are not only 
melodically meticulous, but 
his wit and penchant for one- 
liners is stronger than ever, 
giving the tunes yet another 
level of listenability. For inst- 
ance, on "Love Went Mad,” 
he sings : “I wish you luck with 
a capital F’.” 

Not that Elvis can't be deep- 
ly emotional — he often is, but 
it ’s his clever turn of a phrase 
that makes the lines memor- 
able, for instance, in “The 
Greatest Thing,” he claims: 
“Punch the clock and in time 
you’ll get pulled apart/ If 
you're married on paper and 
not in your heart." In other 
words, don’t do the crime if 
you can’t do the time. 

His penchant for looking at 
love/lust from a teenager’s 
point of view comes through 
often, as it does on the single 
(and hit MTV video) “Every- 
day I Write The Book.” “Don’t 
tell me you don’t know what 
love is,” Costello sings, 
“When you’re old enough to 
know better/WHEN YOU 
FIND STRANGE HANDS IN 
YOUR SWEATER!” 

Some people are going to be 
discontent with "Punch The 
Clock,” claiming that Elvis 
just doesn't have the same 
bite he used to have, back on 


“My Aim Is True" and This 
Year's Model." Not true. Cos- 
tello does still have that re- 
markable bite, only the 
aggressiveness is pretty 
much gone, replaced by in- 
sights on everything from war 
to personal relationships. But 
it’s still every bit as good 

Costello sings: “Have we 
come this fa-fa-fa to find a soul 
cliche?" 

Yep. But it was worth it. 


STEVE NEIVE

The tour-touted solo expedi- 
tion by Costello keyboardist 
Steve Neive has just hit the 
import racks, and while it’s 
not for all tastes, it just may 
be to yours. 

The two sides are chocked 
full of solo piano in- 
strumentals by Neive, which 
range from near-classical to 
bouncier things, but nothing 
approaching what would be 
termed rock and roll. So rock- 
ers beware ! (For those of you 
who appreciate fine musi- 
cianship and a deft touch. 
“Keyboard Jungle” won't dis- 
appoint.) Myself, I think it’s a 
great change of pace from a 
player who's even more 
talented than we may have 
guessed.

The days are get- 
ting shorter and sum- 
mer's winding down 
toward fall, but 
there's no lack of 
lawn and garden 
tasks. Michigan State 
University Extension 
specialists suggest 
the following activi- 
ties are timely in 
September: 

— Order spring- 
flowering bulbs to 
plant outdoors in late 
fall or to force indoors 
in midwinter. Begin 
preparing beds now. 

— Plant spring — 
and summer- 
flowering perennials, 
including iris, 
peonies, daylilies and 
phlox. 

— When strawflow- 
er blossoms are about 
half-open, harvest 
them to dry for 
arranging this win- 
ter. To dry flowers, 
hang them upside- 
down in a dry. well 
ventilated area out of 
direct sun. 

— Save tomatoes, 
summer squash, pep- 
pers, eggplant and 
other tender crops 
from the first killing 
frost to extend the 
summer harvest. 
When frost threatens, 
cover plants with 
blankets, newspap- 
ers, plastic or some 
other material that 
will trap heat given 
off by the soil The 
cole crops — includ- 
ing broccoli, caulif- 
lower, cabbage and 
Brussels sprouts — 
carrots, parsnips, let- 
tuce and spinach will 
tolerate some frost

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Glenn, Wayne win big in openers 


Rockets shoot down 
Belleville, 17-0 

When opportunity knocks, one shouldn’t turn his face. 

And Westland John Glenn didn’t as the Rockets took advantage of 
several crucial Belleville mistakes to beat visiting Belleville 17-0 be- 
fore a shirt-sleeved crowd at Kionka Field Friday night. 

• ' It was a great win because we 
worked hard and we have some- 
thing from which to build,’’ said 
Glenn Coach Chuck Gordon, be- 
ginning his seventh year as the 
Rocket mentor. •’It’s easier to 
build from a win than from a 
loss." 

Glenn took the opening kick-off 
and moved it steadily downfield 
behind the running of senior tail- 
back Craig Thornton <6-1, 167) 
and senior fullback Tom For- 
chione (5-8, 164). 

“Our running game was de- 
cent. It has to improve. I’m not 
sure we ran as well or blocked as 
well but it was a good start for the 
opener,” said Gordon. 

A couple penalities set them 
back but the Rockets persevered 
and got the ball down to the 26- 
yard line. In came Chris Piazza, 
the junior kicker, for his first 
field goal attempt as a varsity 
player. With holder Mike Troup 
placing the ball down, Piazza 
boomed it through the uprights 
for a 27-yard field and Glenn had 
a 3-0 lead. 

But on the ensuing kick-off, 
Belleville nearly put themselves 
out in front when Leonard Arm- 
strong took the hand-off on a re- 
verse and raced downfield with 
no one in front of him. Or so he 
thought. Junior Scott Lucas (6-0. 
165) put on a burst of speed and 
brought down Armstrong on the 
15-yard line. 

"It turned out. although we 
didn’t know it at the time, to be 
the play of the game. Lucas gave 
an honest effort on that play,” 
spoke Gordon of the incident fol- 
lowing the game. 

Belleville, led by quarterback 
Bob Courter (Sr. 5-11, 160) and 
tailback Armstrong proceeded 
to move the ball closer to the 
goal line. But Glenn’s defense, 
led by Forchione at nose guard 
and Tim N aughton , stifled the Ti- 
gers’ offense and forced a fumble 
at their own three-yard line, rec- 
overed by junior defensive end 
Jeff Meixner (6-2, 163). 

An obvious relieved Gordon 
commented: “They were knock- 
ing on the door to take a 7-3 lead 
and then we take the ball and 
move it 97 yards in 18 plays to 
take a 10-0 lead . That was the ball 
game.” 

In the second quarter, senior 
quarterback Jeff Hawley, begin- 
ning his second season at the 
helm of the Rockets, took over as 
he led the Rockets on that long 
drive down the field. Hawley 
used every receiver available to 
him. plus the running of Thorn- 
ton and Forchione, and got the 
Rockets down close. 

Two crucial plays kept the 
drive alive. Rob Bell, normally a 
receiver, used his legs on this 
drive. He picked up 20 yards to 
the 20-yard line and had his team 
within striking distance. 

However, Belleville’s defense 
refused to give up that easily as 
they held Glenn to very few 
yards and soon had them fourth 
and one. 

Here, Coach Gordon decided to 
go for the first down. Thornton 
took the hand-off from Hawley 
and led by Mike Miller and Ron

Defense 
is key 
to season 

(EDITOR’S NOTE — Because most of 
this story was “cut” last week because of 
space limitations in our special Prep Foot- 
ball Review, the Associated Newspapers 
is running the story again for Westland 
and area football fans.) 

November 5. . the clock on the 
Kionka Field scoreboard was 
ticking off the final seconds of the 
1982 season for the Rockets of 
Westland John Glenn when the 
partisan crowd rose as one and 
applauded the Rockets lustily. 

This group of 45 young men, 
particularly the 23 seniors who 
were about to complete their 
careers in the red, white, and 
blue of the Rockets, had given its 
fans many things to cheer about 
during the previous three years 
at Glenn. 

And, in return, these young 
men were being treated to the 
same enthusiasm that had sa- 
luted eighteen other Rocket 
teams in the past. 

Now another season, the 20th 
in Glenn’s storied football his- 
tory, is about to begin and 
already the 1983 version of the 
Rockets is stirring up memories 
of some of the great Rocket foot- 
ball teams of the past. 

Coach Chuck Gordon, begin- 
ning his seventh year as the 
Rocket mentor, and his staff 
have done a lot of work already in 
preparation for the new season 
and look forward with hope. 

“Going into the season, we're 
inexperienced so the key is how 
quickly we mature. The players 
have a great attitude, and with 
that, we can make things 
happen.” 

The Rockets have their work 
cut out for them, facing a tough 
schedule beginning this Friday 
night at home against Belleville 
at 7 : 30 p.m . Then it is onto North- 
ville on Sept. 16 before the league 
season begins in earnest at the 
Pontiac Silverdome on Septem- 
ber 24 against Redford Union.

In 1982, Glenn was 2-0 at the 
Dome. 

Garden City follows on 
September 30 and Thurston 
visits Kionka Field for Glenn's 
Homecoming (October 7). The 
Rockets travel to North Farm- 
ington on October 15 ano con- 
clude the league season at home 
against Livonia Franklin on 
October 21 . 

Coach Gordon sees "North 
Farmington as being extremely 
tough in the Northwest Suburban 
League as will Redford Union 
who returns nearly every star- 
ter. Livonia Franklin, as defend- 
ing champions, can’t be written 
off and neighter can Garden 
City. But the league race will be 
wide open with everyone having 
a shot at the title.” 

The Rockets conclude their

“Ypsilanti always has an excellent team." Carter noted, “and when 
a team can score 27 points against them as L.P. did, you have to be 
wary of them. Lincoln Park must be doing some things right.
